Tho particulars of Mrs. Mauk's 
death have since coiüe to hand and 
they are of a sad natu/e.

well known in this "county, was con- 
ducting the undertaking business at 
Beaver Falls. 
Three "weeks ago, he 
drove to the graveyard of the town in 
a spring wagon for the purpose of de- 
livering a rough box. 
The box deliv- 
ered, he started for homo 
The cem- 
etery is on the side of a hill, and com- 
ing down the eteep declivity the girth 
of the harness broke, allowing the 
shafts to fly up, and the wagon to run 
againsc the horse's legs. 
This caus- 
ed him to jump and.Tun, and making 
a short turn tho wa^on was upset and 
Mr, Mauk thrown out violently, strik- 
ing his head on a log with great force. 


He was picked up í<ír dead and tak- 
en home. An examination revealed 
a deef) gash in the head, an arm brok- 
en in two places, leg sprained and 
injured and body bruised. 
Before he 
was taken home, however, some one 
ran ahead and told his young wife 
that he had been killed, and the shock 
which this information gave her was 
so great that it prostrated her, and 
from this nervous prostration she did 
not rally, but died Saturday morning 
last, about three weeks after the acci- 
dent to her husband. 
During this 
time he has lingered between life and 
death, and is in such a critical condi- 
tion that his recovery is scarcely ex- 
pected. 
Kind friends and neighbors 
ministered to the watte of the afflict- 
ed family, and begged of Mrs. Mauk 
to let them send word of her serious 
illness to her people in Adams coun- 
ty, but she would not permit them to 
do so. The whole affair is sad, sad 
indeed, and more so, when it is known 
that a fourteen month old babe is left 
motherless. 
The accident and its en- 
tailing circumstances has cast a gluom 
over the entire Benver valley. 


Mr. Thomas Mauk, sr., father of 
the injured man went to Beaver Falls 
Saturday and returned to his home 
in Carlisle Tuesday bringing with him 
the body of the young wife.

eral took place from her father's resi- 
dence near Tork Springs on Thurs- 
day morning. 
Mrs. Thomas Mauk is 
still at her son's bedside, and his 
death is momentarily expected.

John Roebuck, of Washington coun- 
ty, Md., was placed in jail at Cham- 
bersburg Friday evening on an infor- 
mation sworn by W. A, Trogeler, of 
near Mercersburg, Franklin county. 
The circumstances which led to it 
make up a strange story. 
Trogeler 
is a widower, 45 years old, and owner 
of a splendid farm, on which he re- 
sides, 
Some time ago he went court- 
ing Roebuck's 17-year-old daughter. 
Eearly this month he asked the con- 
sent of the parents to their union. 
They refused, but the following day 
he obtained their signature to an ap- 
plication for a marriage license. He 
went to Chambersbui'g and procured 
the license, but took the girl to his 
home without marrying her. 


Last Saturday she escaped from his 
house and walked home, singing and 
praying 1 he entire distance. 
She had 
become insane while in Trogeler's 
house. 
Her father and his brother 
Friday morning visited Trogeler and 
demanded that he pay a pcfrtion of the 
expense to place her in an asylum. It 
is said Roebuck, who was armed with 
a revolver and bowie knife, pointed the 
former at him. At any rate, Trogel- 
er consented to go to Mercersburg and 
obtain the money. In Mercersburg 
he led Roebuck to a Magistrate's of- 
fice and made information against 
him.

It is thus piaialy showa how the worms 
gain access to the chicks, for these eggs, 
being picked up, hatch into worms 
which crawl into the throat, where they 
find subsistence upon the exudation of 
the sensitive membranes which are irri- 
tated by their presence.

How to Make Soft Soap. 


In almost all families there is more or 


less use for soft soap. Nothing is better 
for dish towels, white tables aad fiocrs, 
siaks, etc., than good soft soap. 
There 


is much ia knowing Tiow to make it with 
ease and without filling the house with 
a disagreeable odor. If the work is prop- 
erly done there will be no trouWe. 


The fats to save for soap grease are 


mutton.goose, turkey, and the skimmings 
from the water in which ham has been 
boiled. The solid bits of fat should be 
rendered while they are sweet. "When- 
ever there are any trimmings of fat from 
mutton or other kinds of meat that are 
suitable only for soap grease, cut them 
in i its and'place them in a frying-pan 
on the back part of the stove, where they 
will cook slowly until all the liquid fat 
has been extracted. Strain this into a 
pot kept for the purpose. Throw the 
solid pieces into the garbage barrel. 
Put all the skimmings of fat that are to 
be used for soap grease in the frying-pan 
while they are still sweet and let them 
simmer on the back part of the range 
until ail the water has been cooked out 
of them. Put this fat with the other. 
If you do this work regularly, and keep 
the fat covered and in a cool place, it 
will remain sweet for months. 


When you are ready to make the soap 


the work" will not be great. It is best 
to make the soap a few weeks before you 
will wish to use it, as it is rather hard on 
the hands when new. Here is a good 
rule for making the soap without heat- 
ing the grease: 


Tut fourteen pounds of crnde—not 


concentrated—potash in a wooden pail 
and pour over it enough boiling water 
to cover it. 
Stir well, and let the mix- 


ture stand over night. In the morning 
ponr this mixture into a large kettle and 
place on the fire. Now add another 
pail of boiling water and stir frequently 
with a stick until all the potash is dis- 
solved. Next put ten quarts of soap 
grease in a water-tight barrel and grad- 
ually pour in the hot potash. Let this 
stand for three hours, and then add a 
pailful of hot -water and stir well. Add 
another pailful three hours later. 
After 


this add a pailful a day for the next six 
days, stirring well with a long stick 
each time. The soap should be stirred 
•very day for the nest three weeks, 
when it will be ready for nse.

RICK CAXE-.—To one and one-half 


cups boiled rice, add three eggs and 
flour and milk enough to make a batter, 
adding a little salt. Fry a light brown. 


CRACKER PTDDIXG.—Split a dozen 


crackers in halves, lay the surface over 
•with raisins, placing the halves together 
again; tie up closely in a cloth, and boil 
about twenty minutes in milk and water: 
serve with a rich sauce. 


PEACH CUSTARD.—Soak one-half cup- 


ful of gelatine with a cup of sugar and 
a dozen halves of peaches for one hour, 
then pour on a cup of boiling water and 
pass all through a strainer. Be snre to 
stir it all over the fire until the gelatine 
is dissolved. 
Set it aside to cool, and 


when readr to congeal have ready a cup 
of r;ch cream; waip the cream until 
light, add a pinch of soda, and stir it 
into the gelatine quickly, one spoonful 
at a time. Tnra into a mold wet with 
oold water, and set in a cool place to 
harden. 


ROLLED PANCAKES.—Here is a dainty 


variation of the pancake, desirable for 
the lunch table or for a hasty dinner: 
Make a thin batter with a quart of rich. 
milk_that is, milk with a little cream 
added—a pint of flour in which a pinch 
of salt and a teaspoonful of baking 
powder have been well mixed, and two 
or three well beaten eggs. Bake some 
large pancakes, spread each one, -when 
takea irom the griddle, with fresh but- 
ter and any nice "jam or marmalade; roll 
them up and arrange side by side on a 
small piatter. .^erye. hot.and. eat with a 
hard sance or cream and sugar.

I had a teamster named France once 
in mv employ. lake all men of h:s 
class in the oil"country, there >va? noth- 
ing either above, below, or on the eanh 
that he feared, He if as in the habit of 
carting nitre-glycerine to any well I 
wanted It. Another employe of mine 
who helped France was quite as reckless 
is the teamster vras. 
They became so 


careless in handling the explosive that 
other workmen would not stay in the 
place if thev knew France was coming 
there with glycerine. 
These two men 


actually used'to unload the stuff as they 
might unload a lot of bricks, France 
standing on the wagon and throwing a 
can to his companion some feet away, 
aad the latter catching it and placing it 
on the ground in time to catch the next 
can. 
As it takes a man with a good set 


of nerves even to ride in a wagon where 
be knows there is nitro-glyceriae under 
the seat, this manner of handling a com - 
pound that frequently explodes under 
the slightest jar will give an idea of 
what sort of nerves those two men had. 
Each one knew that if France's helper 
missed catching a can there wouldn't 
be enough left of them to cover the bot- 
tom of a snuff box. but they had the 
flaring to take the chances. 


*'^o one ever knew what caused it, 


and no one would have ever known who 
it was that was wiped o;it of existence 
except for the fact that we all knew who 
it was that wa5 coming that way with 
citro-glycerine just at that time.

Charles Ber- 


ridge, a well known oil man, was blown 
ap by nitro-glycerine. The ground around 
Was covered with spotless, new fallen 
snow. On each side was a high and ab- 
rupt hill, only a few rods intervening. 
Berridge was a large man, of probably 
ISO pounds weight. The remains of the 
poor man were sear, hed for carefully 
and long1, for he was a girod man and a 
popular~bne. The coiiin in which they 
were borne to the grave contents and all, 
weighed less than ten pounds. 
The 


greatest* force of a nitre-glycerine ex- 
plosion is always upward. If the matter 
had been reduced to atoms, however in- 
finitesimal, in falling back upon that 
spotless snow some trace of them might 
have been seen upon it. But it remained 
as spotless as before. 


"This singular feature about nitro- 


glycerine explosions has been commented 
upon and puzzled over every time a fatal 
one has occurred in the oil region, from 
the earliest day the explosive was intro- 
duced among the -wells."—New • York 
Times.
